Tick Eradication Question in Wise County 


j Williams intimated. 
Had he and 
| other cattle men of Wise county done 
! eight or nine years ago as Judice Ter- 
j reil and myself did—install dipping 
vats and use them as we have—wa 
I would now have this matter well iii 
hand, and have their 
pastures as 
nearly rid of ticks as we now have 
ours. 
It is however, very gratifying 
to see such concert of action amdng 
stock men in fighting this pest. 
Many dipping vats are being i»- 
stalled in this county doing away, as 
I see it, with the necessity of asking 
the services of the sanitary board at 
this time, and as before said, inspet* 
tors and other inconveniences aad 
other expenses. 
A cattle 
man of 
Decatur met a party from above tha 
quarantine line in the stock yards re­ 
cently who had purchased a string of 
cattle in the southern division and 
bad been waiting a number of days 
for them to be released from the dip­ 
ping pens, the last inspection having 
disclosed one little tick that success­ 
fully resisted the poisonous fluid and. 
made it necessary for him to wait 


I longer at serious expense. 
And he is 
by no means the first one who has 
had this bitter experience. 
In regard to 
raising fine cattle 
under quarantine regulations, there 
are men in the cattle business whe 
have as well bred cattle immune from 
ticks as can be found 
elsewhere 
The parties owning these cattle are 
making money under existing condi­ 
tions, anal those desiring to improve 
their herd may purchase from them 
as cheaply as from parties above the 
line. 
And we can, as we have been 
doing for years, purchase our cattle 
in the southern yards. 
Management 
of the stock yards and cattle men of 
Tarrant county as well, say, “ We do 
not want this law at ihis tim e.” A lso 
I Denton and Jack cou n fes, east and 
j west of us, defeated it in recent elec­ 
tio n s . 
It is well known that the cat­ 
t l e in Wise county are from tick in­ 
fected districts. 
Had we been forced 
to dip and hold them in the yards as 
the law directs our chances for 
a 
small profit would have been greatly 
lessened. 
Now, 
with this growing 
sentiment in ours and adjoining coun­ 
ties for the wiping out of the tick I 
surely believe it best 
to 
continue 
working and bold on to the privilege 
we enjoy of trading in the southern 
yards. 
I feel sure, being as we are 
so near the stock yards where infected 
cattle will continue to come for years

enactm ents can improve such a situation. 
Efficiency can only bo obtained by 
a wiser adm inistration of the law.

justice (hii come through im provem ents in the ability of the men who ad­ 
m inister it. 


Much complaint is made against the inequality in the adm inistration of 
justice, and tins is v/holly the fault of those who apply it. 
A l men are equal 
be ore the law, and there can he no valid excuse for inequality in admin* 
Isle; lug justice. 
But, after a1', it needs the patriotic co-operation of all tho 
people, looking alone to the greatest good to the greatest number, to bring 
good government, wisely adm inistered, and thereby bring happiness and 
prospeiity to texas co far as governm ent san do this.

101 gotten that good laws, wisely adm inistered by patriotic public servants 
have much to do with the general welfare.
